Cars Collide as Mother and 

Son Were on Way 

To Antioch

The automobllo in which Father 
Kolkebcck was driving to Antlocli 
Saturday night, whore he was to pre- 
■aldo In St. Iguatlufl* Episcopal cliurch 
Sunday morning, colHdcd with an- 
other machine, driven by David Win- 
shop or Oak Park, and Mrs. Joseph 
Kolkebeck, 52 years old, Chicago, 
mother of Uio pastor, was killed, and 
three occupants of the second motor 
Injured. 

Tho accident happened at Dempster 
street and Wa'ukegan road, two miles 
west of Evanston. Both cars crashed 
into tho ditch. Mrs. Kolkebcck died 
almost instantly. Fr. Kolkebeck was 
Injured slightly. Tho three Injured 
men In tho other machine were rushed 
to tho Evanston hospital. 

Fr. Kolkebeck had planned on ex- 
changing Sundays with Mr. Brock so 
that he might he In Antioch to ad- 
minister Baptism and Holy Com- 
munion. He started out from ' hia 
hpme for Antioch on Saturday after- 
noon and was accompanied by his 
mother In his machine. 

Mrs, Kolkebeck was well known. In 
Antioch and was highly respected by 
tho whole community. The funeral 
was hold on AVodnesdny of Uils week 
at the Church of the Holy Apostles, 
Loland and Drake streets, Chicago, 
at 10:30 In the morning. |

Seminary and asked that a lay reader' 
he sent to Antioch to conduct the scr-| 
vices In the abacuco of Fr. Kolkebeck.

was thought that no one would come 
for them.

FIRE DESTROYS 
THE HOME OF 
MISS ALICE SMITH 



Fire completely gutted out the en- 
tire Inside of the home' of Miss Alice 
Smith, local high school teacher, at 
Grayslako on Saturday morning. 

There was no one at tho hbuso at 
the time the fire started, Miss Smith 
conducting her sister's store at the 
time. She had started for homo to 
give Instructions for somo plumbing 
she wao to havo done and noticed the 
Are department going past, not real- 
Ulng It was her own homo burning. 

It la thought a dofectlvo chimney 
was tho cause. The loss was covered 
by Insurance. 



Very little. If anything, was accom- 
pushed at the mooting of tho Board 
of Local Improvements on Friday eve- 
nlng. The subjects up for discussion 
were the proposed paving of Depot 
street and tho laying out of the two 
alleys running parallel with Main 
street. 

A petition was presented to tiie 
board asking for the rejection of the 
proposed concrete pavement of Depot 
street, and signed by approximately 
lifty percent of the property owners 
on that street. Objections were first 
presented by Harry Osmond, who 
claimed that It would bo wortliless to 
put In a sewer under the proposed 
plan, as the road Is built so high that 
the Intercepting sewer would bo high- ' 
or than the land level of tho lots on 
the souUi of Depot street and the cost 
of the improvement would cost more 
than the actual value of'^tlio property, 
which is now vacant on tha- side of 
tho street. 

, L. Fclter also objected to the im- 
provement as the ta.\payers have an 
exceedingly heavy burden to shoulder 
at this time and that this extra load 
would be more than most of them 
would ho able to carry, and somo 
probably haw^ to dispose of their land, 
not i)olng able to pay the assessments. 
Frank Ilulicr was tho first to make 
a statement for the improvmnent. Ho 
presented a plea to the board tnat It 
was almost Impossible to live -on tho 
street in the summer months on ac- 
count of tho dust and mud and that 
Depot street probably gets more use 
than even Main street. Due to tho ab- 
sence of :\lr. lUischnian of The Anti- 
och Lumber Company. H. Vos told of 
how they alone have expended enough 
money each year on oil to pay for 
seventeen feet of concrote, and that 
the oil lasts for a period of about 
three weeks after the trafHc gets in 
full sway before it Is back to normal 
again, (which means dirt, dust and 
mud). 

L. B. Congdon broke in practically 
after every argument, voicing his 
opinions against tho improvement and 
although not owning any land on the 
street, gave his opinion us a taxpayer 
of the village. His protests became so 
frequent and lengthy that Village At- 
torney Runyard had to ask his dis- 
missal from the arguments. After two 
hours of pro and con on the question, 
with honors practically even, the 
scene shifted to the alleys proposition, 
and Depot street will undoubtedly be 
taken care of In the county court. 

Not as much headway was made In 
the proposition of the alleys as there 
was on the Depot street question. A 
petition was presented by owners on 
both sides of Main street, protesting 
this Improvement. Practically every 
property owner on the east side of tho 
street wants an alley, but they don't 
want it on their land. They want It 
on the land adjoining thelr's so they 
might benefit by it, bjit still be exempt 
from taxes. 

The alley mapped out by the sur- 
veyors being on the rear ends of the 
most lots, cut through somo lota, and 
it was those owners that protested 
most, and as the lots run In a zig-zag 
direction, It is impossible to get an 
nlloy on tho rear of ail the lots. 

Tho alley on the west of Main street 
probably can be settled as there Is 
but a few turns and twists to make, 
and It Is thought that theso can bo 
overcome. However, nothing definite 
was settled,' ^ 

After almost giving up hopes of an 
alley on the east of Main street, tho 
discussion of easements for telephone 
and light wires was brought before 
the board. 

This question has been brought to 
the board many times, ns everyone 
wants to got that mess of cobweb 
wires off Main street. Tho question 
was almost settled some months ago 
but was held up hy ono lono property 
owner. This one objector has consent- 
ed to an easement of ten foet of hla 
land if the wires are strung parallel 
with Roslng'a garago, which soomed

WINTERKILLING OF GRAINS 

DEPENDS ON IVIANY FACTORS 
-^ While unfavorable -winter weather 
occasionally damages fall-sown grains 
to a considerable extent, statistical 
studies Indicate that conditions dur- 
ing the fall do not bear, In general, 
any material relation to the yield of: 
wheat tho following summer, but that j 
tho weather during the winter, spring 
and early summer months, espoclalty 
from March to June, has a much 
greater influence on the final output. ^ 
Conscciuently, tho weather bureau, 
United States department of agrlcul- . 
tare, points out, wheat may ho In poor 
condition at the boglnnlnB of tho win- 
ter, and with favorable weather later, 
the Improvement may be such as to 
produce satisfactory yields. 

When tho weather is favorable dur- 
ing tho fall modths, grains usually es- 
tablish ^ a good root system and are 
less liable to winter Injury than when 
tall weather is unfavorable. Winter 
damage to grains Is usually grouped 
under four main heads: Heaving,' 
smothering, direct effect of low tern 
peratures, and drought. 

Heaving occurs usually on poorly 
drained soil In the spring, and is duo 
to alternato freezing and Uiawlng, 
which breaks the roots or lifts the 
plants from tho soil and leaves tho 
roots exposed to the air. 

Smothering occurs when tho ground 
is covered with an Ice sheet, as when 
mellinB snow freezes. It Is sometimes 
caused by a glaze covering the plants.

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Some of the rural subscribers to 
tho Golden Valley Telephone Com- 
pany of Beach, North Dakota, hav- 
ing protested that their telephone 
service was not worth what they 
wore paying for It, tho president 
and general manager of the com- 
pany made up his mind to allow 
them by actual demonstration that 
the tolcphono service was saving 
every ono of them many timea Its 
cost in time and travel, to aay 
nothing of Its social value and Ita' 
protection In emergenclea. *He did 
this convincingly by an investiga- 
tion along novel lines which 
showed some surprising results. 

In order to get an Idea of rela- 
tive values between subscribers, 
tho size of the farm was consid- 
ered, alao tho average' distances 
from town. Ono aubscrlbor who 
was farming 100 acres and living 
five and one-half mllea from town 
was selected ; another who was 
farming 320 acres, living four 
miles from town; a third who was 
farming 9 CO acres, living seven 
miles from town. 

"Unique Test JIndo 

Arrangements were mado to 
have these three subscribers keep 
track of all of their calls for a 
period of thirty days, entering 
them In books furnished by tho 
company for that purpose. These 
books were ruled to permit the 
recording of the date, tho call, 
tho telephone number called, and 
n notation as to whether it was a 
social or business call. 

Tho day was of no particular 
value, except as a matter of rec- 
ord. Tho telephone number was 
very necessary, as it was from 
that the company got the distance. 
In order that Ijusiness calls only 
might lie considered it wag neces- 
nary that calls bo classified into 
business and social. 

The subscribers were requested 
to register in tlio business column 
only those calla whoro a trip 
would liavo boon made to the tola- 
phone number called, had tlioy' 
not had a telephone. All other 
calls wore to be placed In tho 
column headed "social calls." 

On examining tho records at the 
expiration of thirty days, It was 
found that subscriber No. 1. farm- 
ing 100 acres, had a total of thir- 
ty-nine bufiine.'^s calls and twenty- 
two social calls. Subscriber No. 2 
had seventy bushiesa calls and 
fifeen social calls. .Subscriber No.;j 
had a total of ninety-one bu.slness 
calla and alxty-one social calls. 



Aa previously mentioned, for 
tho purpose of determining tho 
value of the telephone to the 
farmer, no value was placed on 
social calls. Neither were they 
considered In this report, although 
they have a value, no one can 
deny. 

In order to determine tho^Bav- 
Ing to tho farmer In time and 
traveling expenses It was neces- 
sary to arrive at a coat per mllo, 
which should include both of these 
Items and at the same time bo 
made low enough so as to not 
permit any argument aa to Its 
being too high. Finally the com- 
pany decided to use the very low 
figure of five cents per mile and 
up to the present time no one has 
said that tho figure was too high. 

Result Was Surprising 

The final result was a surprise 
to evoryono concerned as it was 
much greater than anyono ex- 
pected. It mado the farmer's side 
of tho case look like a profiteer 
several timea magnified in com- 
parison to the company's llttlo 
monthly rate which was tho pur- 
chase IJrIce of traveling expenses 
saved *7or thirty days for these 
three piirticular subscribers. And 
these were no different ^rom the 
company's other rural subscribers 
under like circumstances. 

Subscriber No. 1, farming IGO 
acres, had thirty-nino business 
calls which produced a mlleago ■ 
ono way only of 153 miles, com- 
puted at five cents per mile 
amounted to 57. S5. .Subscriber 
^o. 2, farming 320 acres, had 
seventy business calla with a mile- 
age one way of 210 miles, which 
computed at five cents amounted 
to $10. SO. SubRcriher No. 3, farm- 
ing 900 acres, had ninetv-one busi- 
ness calls with a mileage ono way 
of -M-1 miles, which computed at 
five cents amounted to ?22.20. 

It will ho noted that tho actual 
dollars and cents saved to the 
farmer in .time and traveling ex- 
penses on business calls Is tho 
only thing considered in arriving 
at these figurea. Furthermore. 
tJmt tho mileage Is only figured 
ono wny and not on a round-trip 
basis, because if a person had no 
telephone and had to make these 
tripg personally, ho would perhaps 
make several calla In ono neigh- 
borhood on one trip. For that 
reason tho mileage on the tele- 
phone calls was figured only one 
way.

JANUARY WEATHER COLDEST 
OF YEAR IN MOST LOCALITIES 

.Tnnuary la uaually the cnldeat 
montli of tlie your, according to the 
weather bureau of the United States 
depnrtnient oC agriculture, but there 
la a wide range of temperature be- 
twenn the more northern and more 
Routhorn atatca. Tlie coldest weather 
occur.s aa a nile in the extreme north- 
ern parts oC North Dakota aud Minne- 
sota where the average temperature 
for the month la allghtly below zero. 
Tho monthly uvoragea arc uaually be- 
low froo/.lng Irom aouthweatbrn Penn- 
aylvania, tho Ohio river, .south-central 
MlHHourl, and Kunthcrn Ivunaaa n»rth- 
ward, but are above 50 degroea F. in 
the immediate gulf coaat aectlona and 
above GU degruea F. In the Houthorn 
portion of llie I'Mnrida peninsula. On 
the Paoille count they range from *1IJ 
degrees in tho north to aljglilly above 
GO df-'grees In the aouth. Going from 
Dulutli to Now Orleana. or from the 
coa;iL t)f fiouthcni Maine to Florida, 
the average increase In the normal 
January temperature is 1 de^rou for 
a little IcsH than 30 milea or about l'/-. 
degrees lor every hour of travel on 
an expresa train. 

In Minnesota, tho Diikotas, and 
Montana, temperature from -10 do- 
greea to TiO degreea iJelow zero have 
been recorded. Tlie lowest tempera- 
ture ever rcorded al a regular weatlier

Resource and Courage In Time 

of Emergency. 

The imlinns called the Island, Natis- 
cottt — the country of wailing, and un- 
der tlio modern corruiJtlon of Antlcos- 
tl it lias added to Us terrible renown. 
Its wliole lilstory, from tlie day It wus 
Olacovered by Jacques Cartier In 153'!, 
to iJie present, le a record of liuniun 
sufTering. 

In August, 3809, Uie family of Ed- 
ward Pope, kptiper of the Ellis Buy 
Ilghthou.se, wus strlclcou down by ty- 
phoid fever, and to add to Ills misfor- 
tunes the revolving apparatus of his 
light I)roke. The goveniiaent steamer 
had gone, and Popp hnu no means of 
communicating with the marine de- 
partment at Quebec or el.sewhere. 

The llglit revolved or flashed, as the 
teclinlcal phrase Ks, every minute and 
a half; and if It naahed no more it 
would probably be mistaken by pass- 
ing vessels In tbut region of fog for 
tlie stationary light at the wust point 
of the IslanU, and thus lend lu dire 
loss of life. Pope found that with a 
little exerddii he could turn It and 
nmlte it Hash, and at oncu determined 
to nil the place of the automatic gear. 
Accordingly, this liumble hero sat in 
the turret, with his watch by his side, 
turning the light regularly ut the al- 
lotlud lime every nl^ht, from 7 p. m., 
until 7 a. in., from the middle of Au- 
gust until llic first of December and 
from tho first of April until tlie end of 
June when the government steamer 
came to his relief with a new appar- 
atus. 

All through the first Boason, Pope's 
daughter and grandchildren were ill 
unto (le.'Uh, with nobody save him to 
nurse them. lie waited on them ten- 
derly through the day, but aa night fell 
on the iron-bound coast he liaatened 
to his vigil In the turret, doing his 
duty to the Canadian government and 
to humanity wltli unlllnehlng devo- 
tion.^ 

In' tho second season his daughter, 
who had lived through the fever, took 
turna witli him In the light room. 
This man mny have saved a thousand 
lives. He died In 1872, and his deed 
well deserves to be chronicled, for of 
the heroes of Antlcostl, as of tJie long 
roll of her victims, the world knowa 
nothing. — Montreal Family Herald.

And the poisor.ous mix- 
ture, with which tile worms were 
finally exterminated, before they hud 
injured the crops Irreiturably, had no 
111 elTocts on the sparrows. They ate 
worms .-^o long :w lliere were any, dead 
or alive, lo he found.
